Since Dr. Senn of Chicago ha- forced 
hin:self into prominence throu gh the 
newspapers by v irtu e of his connection 
with the army hospitals du ring the 
present 
little 
u npleasantness 
with 
Spain, his tru e cha rac te r is getting 
pretty well v entilated. 
W e formed 
ou r indiv idu al opinion of the learned 
gentleman! ?i on the occasion of his stu b­ 
born refu sal to fu rnish testimony in his 
possession in a certain legal case for 
which 
he was responsible, thereby 
cau sing ou r cou nty mu ch ex pense and 
prev enting ju stice being accorded to 
an inju red lady and pu nishment from 
being v isited u pon a brother su rgeon. 
W e are therefore glad to know that 
Dr. Senn's pecu liarities are becoming 
widely known. 
Gen. Smith D. Atkins, 
writing for his paper, the Freeport 
Jou rnal, -ay s: 
Dr. Senn of Chicago is a ridicu lou s 
crank. 
W e met him 
at the Head 
Hou se in Chattanooga. Tenn., when 
the troops were being pu t into camp at 
Chickamau ga, and in a room where 
sev eral gentlemen from Illinois were 
present, Dr. Senn asserted that “ sev en­ 
ty -fiv e per cent of the men accepted in 
the war of 1*01-8 5 were not fit for the 
serv ice and shou ld hav e been rejected 
by the su rgeons.’’ 
W e instantly r e ­ 
plied: 
“ T h a t is not tru e; I know bet­ 
ter than that. 
I commanded a regi­ 
ment du ring th at war, and for any one 
to say th a t sev enty -fiv e per cent of the 
v olu nteers were not fit for soldiers is 
ridicu lou s.’’ 
Dr. Senn soon left the 
room and a Chicago gentleman said to 
u s, “ Do y ou know who th a t man is? 
T h a t is Dr. Senn, the greatest phy sic­ 
ian and su rgeon in the United States." 
W e answered, “ 1 do not know who he 
is, or what his repu tation is: any man 
who « will make su ch a statement as ho 
made, is a fool or a liar." 
Ou r opin­ 
ion of Dr. Senn has not changed. 
His 
constant criticisms of ev ery thing done 
in the army demonstrates that he is 
an u nreasonable fau lt-finder, and a 
ridicu lou s crank. 
T he 
newspapers 
t h a t print his ridicu lou s criticisms, 
and the ly ing statements of the news­ 
paper correspondents concerning the 
neglect and ill treatm ent of the sol­ 
diers in camp and hospital, are ju st 
the same kino of newspaper- th a t d u r­ 
ing the war of 1?8 1 5 called President 
Lincoln a “ gorilla,” said th a t General 
Sherm an was “ crazy . * and called G en­ 
eral G ra nt a “ bu tcher.” 
They are u t­ 
terly v ile. 
T h a t there has been sick­ 
ness in camps and hospitals is tru e, as 
th a t was a m atter of cou rse. 
Shou ld 
a regiment of v olu nteers be camped in 
the most beau tifu l spot and healthiest 
to be fou nd in Stephenson cou nty , and 
the best care possible be giv en them, 
in less than fou r months th ere wou ld 
be many ill with camp fev ers and dy s­ 
enteries, and some wou ld die, and noth­ 
ing on earth cou ld prev ent it. 
Uhick- 
atnau ga is as healthfu l a spot for a 
camp as cou ld be fou nd on the A m er­ 
ican continent, good climate, grav elly 
soil, well drained, and no pu rer water 
flows from any spring in America than 
flows from Crawfish spring, and 
it is 
large enou gh to 
fu rnish 
water in 
abu ndance for thou sands of more men 
than were*ev er in camp at Chicka- 
inau ga. 
T h e tru th abou t the m atter 
is th a t the troops hav e had better care 
in camps and hospitals than ev er be­ 
fore giv en to troops in this or in any 
other cou ntry . 
Not in the history of 
the world has y ellow fev er broken ou t 
in camps of soldiers, and been so su c­ 
cessfu lly treated, as in the army of the 
United States. 
The ly ing newspapers 
th a t call the camp? “ pest holes” and 
the best equ ipped hospitals 
in 
the 
world “ death tra ps” are ju st as v ile as 
the Copperheads of 138 1-5, who fou nd 
fau lt with, and lied abou t, ev ery thing 
done by Lincoln, Stanton, Grant, S h er­ 
man, 
Sheridan, and 
the 
v olu nteer 
soldiers of the United 
State» who 
trampled treason into the earth.
